Le. Arthur Patterson (Le. Princess Margaret #2 X 
Le. Oliver Lines) 


This is a remade cross made with the same original 
Le. Princess Margaret #2 X Lc. Oliver Lines. 
Chromosome count was made by Cornell and all of 
the seedlings counted were tetraploids. The plants 
which have bloomed out of the earlier lot have been 
very outstanding. The color is dark and growth very 
strong. Size is large with very good form. Flower 
texture is extremely heavy. Season of bloom is June. 


Le. Harold J. Patterson (Le. Princess Margaret #2 X 
C. Charybdis) 


Earlier outstanding success prompted us to remake 
this fine hybrid with the same original parents. 
Chromosome count of this particular cross has been 
made and the results were part of the seedlings are 
triploids and part are coming through tetraploids. 
This count was also made by Cornell. Season of 
bloom is May and June. The flowers are large with 
heavy texture. Blooms are well shaped and dark in 
color.

C. Memoria Pilila Camacho (C. St. Petersburg X 
C. Mossiae “Wagnerii”’) 


A number of years back we bloomed this particular 
cross and after seeing the very fine result the cross 
was remade with the same original parents. Flowers 
are very large, well shaped and of heavy texture. 
Blooms are outstanding because of their extremely 
heavy substance. Flowering season is April, May 
and June making it a very favorable hybrid for 
Easter and through the wedding months. 


Le. Alfred J. Proebstle (Lc. Windermere “Variety 
Orchidhaven” X Lc. Princess Margaret #2) 


Two outstanding and very much proven parents have 
been used to execute this excellent cross. This cross 
is also a remake of an earlier and very small batch 
which bloomed only recently. Flowers are fine, well 
shaped, heavy textured and dark in color. Flowering 
season is late winter and early spring.
